holding Miss Arnold^ for a ransom 
would have qpfnmunieated. with her 
relatives week^ ago. 


"Both of the letters are plainly from 


criminals," ArpolU saM; .One of them 
is evidently froni an ordinary black- 
mailer. I af.ta<% BOOK importance to 
the other, for the man who wrote It 
seems to. know something about what, 
happened to my daughter. Both let- 
ters are postmarked New York city. 


"I am still certain that my daughter 


has met with,'foul pay, ghe'ha^ either 
been kidnapped.or.murdered;." 


Stories are afloat that-Miss Arnold 


wast very fTien'dly with a foreigner of 
excellent farnliy, anfl.lt Is known that 
when her private desk was searched, 
subsequent, to her--disappearance, a 
little bundle of letters was found, in- 
dicating that sho.ha.d carried on for 
some time a clandestine, correspond- 
ence -with a mail who Is now abroad. 


Miss Arnold Is. 26, strikingly gooi 


looking and well known socially in 
New York.

relatives has seen-or heard of he:

The family has searched in three 


cities, the hospitals, morgues and em- 
ployment agencies, and the wireless 
has taken up the call for her to ships 
now on their way to Europe.

Drink Should Bo Warmed In Winter to
